The stories of their pasts are tragic, but 
their futures are Filled with promise. 

Consider Ravi. This little boy was born 
into an orthodox Hindu home in India. His 
father died in a road accident, and his mother 
died of a heart attack shortly aften'Ravi was 
sent to live with his uncle, aunt and. two 
cousins In one small rented room. But he was 
not accepted as a part of the family. Ravi's 
uncle turned him into a slave, giving him a list 
of chores to do each day. If Ravi completed • 
them, he could eat, but only the scraps left on 
the others' plates. If Ravi did not get the chores 
done, his uncle viciously beat him. But one 
day, his uncle grew tired of him, and dropped 
him off at an orphanage. 

This is the part of the story where Mission " 
India steps in, the Indian counterpart of 
Reaching Indians Ministries International, 
which is based in Round Lake Beach. 

Ravi ended up in a Mission India Mercy 
Home, an orphanage. Now he can eat three 
meals a day, socialize with other children, and 
is accepted into a loving environment. When 



Ravi turns 18, Mission India will pay for his 
college education if he wishes to pursue that 
course. 

Saji Lukos, who founded these two min- 
istries in 1993, wants to help more people like 
Ravi, and wipe out poverty in India. 

With God's help and through human 
cooperation, it will be a thing of the past, 
Lukos said. 

But this will be. no small task. India holds 
more than 1.1 billion people which speak 
1,650 languages. About 40 percent of die

In front of a crowded village hall during a 
recent board meeting, Scott Thompson pre- 
sented his case on why school District 34 
needs Antioch's help. 

In an effort to ensure the passage of a 
building referendum on the March 21 ballot, 
Thompson; D34 superintendent, presented 
the district's plans'to build two new schools to 
solve overcrowding and projected future pop- 
ulation growth. 

"This is the only way we're going to contin- 
ue to make this foundational part of our com- 
munity vital," Thompson said. 

Rough plans and basic ideas were printed 
out on large, white boards sitting on an easel to 
visually display the district's future goals and 
current hurdles. 

The cost of building the two schools is esti- 
mated at $45.65 million, Thompson said. This 




avor at ri 




means the tax rate would increase by 20 cents. 
For a home with a value of $200,000, this 
would add $123 a year to that homeowner's 
taxes. The owner of a $300,000 home would 
pay an extra $185 a year. 

"The only way for us to build the schools is 
to come to the taxpayers," Thompson said. 
Illinois law mandates that school construction 
projects must be funded by the public. 

And although some community members 
have grumbled about the proposed tax 
increase, one group of parents formed an 
organization to make sure the referendum is 
passed. 

Citizens for D34 Children was formed sev- 
eral weeks ago when the district announced its 
plans for the schools. 

"It's not a huge tax increase for what we 
need for the kids," said Anne Miller, a member 
of the group. She has a daughter in the first 
grade and twin boys who will enter kinder- 
garten next year, 

"People just hear the words 'tax increase'

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and flip out," Miller said. 

The citizens group recently held a voter 
registration drive and is planning more events, 
Miller said 

Students need the extra space the new 
buildings would provide, Miller said, and 
would keep them safer. 

Besides, what the district is asking isn't any 
"heftier" than other areas, Miller said. 

Officials' long-range projections predict 
that if the two schools are built and the popu- 
lation continues to increase at its current rate, 
another building won't be needed for at least 
10 years, Thompson said. 

The district has enough money in the edu- 
cational fund to run the two schools if they are 
built, Thompson said, and won't need to ask 
taxpayers to help foot bills for at least five 
years. 

Thompson's presentation was one of the 
first in a series of steps the district has taken 
and will take to inform residents of its propos- 
als-

Information nights will also be held where

D34 schools already experience over- 
crowding problems. The student population is 
about 3,000, and capacity is only 2,870, 
Thompson said. In the next five years the pop- 
ulation is expected to climb to 4,000 or more. 

W.C. Petty, Oakland and Antioch elemen- 
tary schools hold 16 mobile classrooms to 
house extra students. This poses a security 
threat because if a student needs to go to the 
bathroom, he or she must exit the portable and 
enter the main building with a key. Not enough 
staff members exist to escort each student. 

A committee concluded in November that 
building two new schools is the answer -to 
these problems.

nation is illiterate. 

It was through the will of God that RIMI 
was able to buy the Lindenhurst civic center as 
its new headquarters, Lukos said. 

RIMI bought the center for $340,000, 
Lukos said, and $75,000 to $100,000 will be 



spent remodeling the center to create office 
spaces and a sanctuary. 

Excited and eager, Lukos said he wanted 
to start work on the center Feb. 6. But building 
codes and permits are needed from the village 
first, Lukos said, so that is the biggest priority 
right now. 

Right now, RIMI is operated from the 
basement of Lukos' home in Round Lake 
Beach, a small area crammed with computers, 
printers, maps of India and five busy staff 
members. 

Once the new office in Lindenhurst is 
ready, Lukos said, RIMI will search for 15 to 20 
new volunteers and both full and part time 
' employees. 

Laura Grimaldi, director of development, 
said RJMI's new location will expose 
Lindenhurst residents to a new culture. 

"America is about this melting pot and 
creating something uniquely beautiful

RIMl's partner in India is based in Nagpur, 
Maharashtra, in the center of the country. 
Lukos said Mission India has 810 workers, 16 
orphanages and dozens of churches across 
the continent. 

Mission India also seeks to build a hospi- 
tal and nursing school in Nagpur to provide 
medical care for the poor, set up schools in 
various villages, establish more orphanages, 
build libraries, and set up a group in each state , 
to provide material assistance to the poor. 

* Lukos was born in the state of Kerala, sit- 
ting on the southern tip of India. He was born 
into an upper caste family, the eldest of eight 
children. India's castes are similar to the class 
system in America, except it is much more dif- 
ficult to move between the castes. 

"I had all material things but no hope," 
Lukos said. In 1980 he stumbled upon the 
message of the Gospel, and said his life was 
transformed. 

Lukos taught business for eight years 
before moving to America in 1988. He studied 
theology at Trinity International University in 
Deerfield, 111. 

But he felt compelled to go back to his 
native land, and traveled all oyer India in 1993. 

What he saw shook him. 

On a train ride between states, Lukos said 
a little boy, adomed in dirty rags, carried a 
small bucket and broom with him, moving up 
and down the aisle brushing the floor. He 
brushed past Lukos, and asked him for some 
coins. 

Lukos' heart broke for the boy, he said. 
Upon returning to the United States, he 
founded RIMI and Mission India. 

"Who will change the poverty of India?" 
Lukos said, "The good people will take care of 
India." 

But he said he also wants to positively 
influence people's. lives in the Chicago area, 
especially with RIMl's new headquarters in 
Lindenhurst. 

"This ministry will be good for the com- 
munity," Lukos said, by helping immigrants, 
holding activities and essentially aiming to be 
a community center. 

Lukos passion to serve others, he said, is 
fueled by the desire to give others the love that 
God has shown him. 

"He~changed me from darkness to light, 
and I want to multiply that," Lukos said.

The genetic disorder 
affects the electrical activity of the 
heart, posing the constant threats of 
sudden loss of consciousness, car- 
diac arrest and death. 

Kausak and her husband, Don, 
founded the ADAMS Night fundrais- 
er to raise money and awareness of 
the syndrome. Money goes towards 
buying automatic defibrillators, 
devices that can jurnpstart the heart 
in case of cardiac arrest.

The units are donated to local 
schools. 

Colleen called this year's event a 
success, and said roughly 140 people 
attended. 

Colleen said she and Don have 
not tallied how much money was 
raised at this year's event, but during 
the night of dinner, dancing and 
auctions, two defibrillators were 
donated. 

This is no small favor, as one 
unit costs as much as $1,500. 
Colleen said she was thrilled. 

Larry Oliver, a Democratic can- 
didate for Lake County Sheriff in the 
upcoming March 21 primary, donat- 
ed one defibrillator. The American 
Hotel Registry gave me Kausaks the 
other. 

Colleen said she and Don 
already know where the machines 
will go. One will be donated to St. 
Mary's School in Buffalo Grove, 
where they know of a child in need 
of a unit. 

The other defibrillator will be 
given to Chain of Lakes Community 
Bible Church in Lake Villa. 

Colleen said not only do she and 
Don need to total how much money 
was raised during the event, but a 
truck full of decorations that were 
used and prizes for the auctions 
needs to be unloaded. 

But those things will be put on 
hold for a while, Colleen said.

After nearly two months of* 
work, The Goodness Company 
finally got the chance to show a 
handful of village officials the fruits 
of its labor. 

Members* of the Finance, 
Economic Redevelopment and 
Business District Fund Committee 
eagerly watched a slide show pres- 
entation of three logos and taglines 
and their variations during a recent 
meeting. 

The company was hired in 
December to create a logo, image 
and brand for Antioch as part of the 
village's downtown rejuvenation 
project. The Goodness Company's 
services cost $25,000, and more 
money might be needed depending 
upon what direction the project 
takes. 
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The three logos and taglines the 
committee saw were whittled down 
from a list of 20 possibilities a mer- 
chant committee evaluated, said 
Patrick Goodness, owner of the pub- 
lic relations and marketing firm. 

The merchant committee con- 
sisted of various Antioch businesses, 
Goodness said. The committee sent 
its three recommended logos and 
taglines to the finance committee. 

The merchants voted "Close to 
home...Close to perfect" it's favorite. 
Second favorite was "Small town 
pleasures, unexpected treasures." 
The third on the list was "Your every 
day get away." 

Logos ranged from a silhouette 
of a church steeple, sawmill and sail- 
boat to a compass that held an out- 
line of well-known Antioch land- 
marks. 

Patrick and Terri* Goodness 
watched anxiously to see what logo 
and tagline village officials would 
vote as their favorite. 

"They all look nice to me," 
Trustee Scott Pierce said. 

They chose the first logo and 
tagline presented, but once they saw 
a booklet featuring the 20 
Goodness-created logos the mer- 
chants saw, they asked for another 



meeting that would enable them to 
look over all the logos. 

But the finance committee 
seemed pleased with the first three 
taglines and logos the company 
showed. 

They just felt strongly about the 
ones the merchants decided not to 
recommend, said Trustee Barbara 
Porch. 

Patrick Goodness said the next 
step would be to create a color 
scheme for the logos, which were 
presented in black and white to 
focus on design. 

"This gives people a more solid 
idea of what Antioch is all about," 
Patrick said. 

A meeting time to discuss the 
other logos and taglines has not 
been determined yet. 

Money used to pay for The 
Goodness Company comes from the 
Antioch Business District Fund, an 
idea proposed by Porch. 

Funds are built by taking 25 per- 
cent of the additional. sales tax rev- 
enue earned in 2005 over 2004. For 
example, if a town earns $100,000 in 
sales tax revenue in 2004 and 
$150,000 in 2005, that means the 
town earned $50,000 extra in sales 
tax revenue than it did the previous 



year. 

The business fund would get 25 
percent of that extra $50,000. The 
formula will continue to be followed 
unless the village board decides oth- 
erwise. 

Besides hiring The Goodness 
Company to give Antioch a theme 
and logo, village officials have taken 
other steps to revitalize the down- 
town area. 

The biggest step taken so far has 
been Antioch's acceptance of the 
Professional Musky Tournament 
Trail's offer to host the United States 
PMTT Championship Nov. 3-5. 

Over 1,000 people will converge 
upon the village, including the best 
musky fishers in the country. The 
huge fish will be caught, pho- 
tographed, measured, weighed and 
thrown back into the water. The 
measurements from each catch will 
be compared to determine die win- 
ner. 

Other steps the village has taken 
to breathe life into its business dis- 
trict includes joining the Lake 
County Visitors Bureau and passing 
the BYOB ordinance, which allows 
businesses without a liquor license 
to serve the wine that customers 
bring in.

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rovocative 'Grace 
connects with audiences 
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By Tom Witom 



Craig Wright, a former seminarian and tel- 
evision script writer ("Lost" and "Six Feet 
Under"}, knows how to get under an audi- 
ence's skin. And in "Grace," an emotionally 
charged, dark comedy now playing at 
Northlight Theatre in Skokie, he does just that. 

'Hie play runs for 90 minutes or so and 
opens with a bang - several, in fact. Bodies are 
strewn, the lights are darkened and then, in 
movie-like flashback mode, the play rewinds 
and starts from the beginning again. 

Its subject matter tackles substantive 
issues of faith and religion, love and commit- 
ment. 

Wright's thoughtful play, thoughtfully 
directed by Dexter Bullard, is set in a nonde- 
script Florida condo building where a zealous- 
ly (some might say fanatically) religious young 
couple has moved from Minnesota to trust 
divine providence and seek their fortune. 
Steve, played wiUi fervor by Steve Key, is con- 
vinced that a business deal he has undertaken 
to buy hotels is the answer to his prayers - 
even though he has never actually met his 
financial backer but only worked through an 
intermediary. 

"The idea is to make a lot of money. God 
wants it to happen," Steve naively proclaims. 

For die longest time, Steve is in denial that 
something is amiss. But he keeps signing his 



name to acquire various properties on behalf 
of his mysterious new business partner, even 
though he has never seen one penny of die 
promised $14 million capital and lenders are 
getting suspicious. 

Meanwhile, his wife Sara (Chanon Cross, 
full of simpatico) finds herself more distanced 
from her preoccupied husband and drawn 
closer and closer to a despondent neighbor, 
Sam (Michael Shannon), whose face was dis- 
figured in a recent car accident in which his 
fiance* died. 

In contrast to Steve, Sam is unconvinced 
about the existence of God. He feels totally 
abandoned. Not only did he lose his intended 
wife, but treasured digital pictures taken of 
her during tlieir big trip to Italy are 'mysteri- 
ously disintegrating from die camera's memo- 
ry card. 

Appearances in two scenes by Karl the 
exterminator (veteran actor Mike Nussbaum) 
add to the framework of the story. A religious 
skeptic who calls Steve and Sara "Jesus freaks," 
Karl has a potent story to tell relating to how 
his family harbored Jews from Nazi persecu- 
tion during World War II. 

As "Grace" progresses, each character is 
forced to reexamine their long-held core 
beliefs. It's a fascinating process to watch. 

Meanwhile, die set by Jack Magaw, works 
especially well. He uses a single apartment to 
do double duty, so the action seamlessly shifts 
between Steve and Sara's quarters and those 



of Sam even though, at times, all of the char- 
acters simultaneously occupy die same space 
on stage.

Each recipe comes with a basic "quick fix" time-saving suggestion, 
from make-ahead hints to ideas for reducing cleanup steps. For exam- 
ple: frozen chicken breasts thaw quickly in the microwave on defrost in

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Kirk talks Lake County

Proving that while he spends 
much of his time in Washington D.C. 
he has the best interests of his Lake 
County electorate at heart; U.S. Rep. 
Mark Kirk (R-Highland Park) is 
preparing to unveil "The Suburban 
Agenda," an agenda designed to 
answer the problems faced by a sub- 
urban family as it moves through its 
day. Kirk will present his brainchild 
at the House GOP Members' retreat 
on Feb. 9. 

"Suburban districts in Congress 
outnumber all others," said Kirk. 
"(The year) 2004 was the first elec- 
tion in which suburban voters out- 
numbered big cities and rural areas." 

Kirk believes the suburbs have 
changed dramatically in the past two 
decades. Cities have spilled into sub- 
urbs, whicli are now densely popu- 
lated by singles, minorities, and peo- 
ple with an urban temperament. By 
the millions, families with children 
haye migrated to outer suburbs, and 
while Kirk sees the Republican Party 
crumbling in the cities and inner 
suburbs of the Midwest and East, he 
sees outer suburbs all over the coun- 
try as more conservative and over- 
whelmingly Republican. 



His theory is that outer suburbs 
are home to entrepreneurs and 
managers who run family-owned 
companies or are in sales. They deal 
constantly with government— the 
IRS, regulatory agencies, bureau- 
crats of all types — and find the expe- 
rience frustrating/These outer sub- 
urbans are more likely to vote for 
Republicans who would trim gov- 
ernment. 

To ensure the needs of his subur- 
ban constituents are met, Kirk is 
attempting to bring attention to the 
problems a typical suburban family 
faces as It goes through its day. He 
formed a "Suburban Agenda 
Caucus" comprised of 25 members 
of Congress representing suburban 
Philadelphia, Las Vegas, Orlando, 
New York and others who together 
developed a list of what he calls "20 
defining issues to win the suburbs 
and keep our Republican majority" 
in the House. 

"You wake up in the morning 
and you might turn on the radio and 
hear about Iraq and the war on ter- 
ror and you want it solved) but tfien 
you think, 'OK, I've got to get to 
work," Kirk said. "How long does it 
take to get there? Am I going to drive 
by strip malls the whole way? Can't 
we have more open space?' I get to 
work, the average American has five 



jobs in a working life. If I switch, I 
don't want to be left high and dry 
widiout health insurance. Current 
COBRA regulations allow me to pay 
for only 18 months of coverage. Why 
not indefinite? 

"Meanwhile, my kids went to 
school. My wife has probably looked 
up to see whether there's a pedophile 
in our neighborhood, but why 
shouldn't our school district be able 
to pay the federal government $50 to 
do a background check on new 
teachers and coaches?" 

"Also, the suburbs have an 
increased presence of youth gangs. 
In our district, in Lake County— the 
16th wealthiest in the country— 
we've identified 3,000 members of 
international gangs. Why shouldn't 
the federal Bureau of Alchohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms not also be 
the Bureau of Gangs to help locali- 
ties?" 

"We also need to clarify the 4tii 
Amendment, so that privacy rights 
do not extend to school lockers, to 
make sure there are no weapons or 
drugs in school/' 

On healthcare Kirk said, 
"Especially in Illinois we need to 
make sure key medical specialists 
aren't sued out of the state. Think 
about it, why are there no neurosur- 
geons south of 1-80?"

Other items' on the suburban 
agenda include a federal require- 
ment that all medical records be 
made electronic by a certain date, 
and a "401 -Kids" tax-benefited sav- 
ings plan which would allow parents 
to set up accounts that children 
could use for college tuition, to pur- 
chase their First home, or start a busi- 
ness. 

Also on the list is a federal law 
requiring filters to block pornogra- 
phy on computers in schools and 
libraries, a law to bar states, from 
issuing driver's licenses to illegal 
immigrants, and a flat tax at 20 per- 



cent to replace die federal income 
tax. 

Kirk doesn't expect to be able to 
enact all 20 of the items on his list 
but does hope. to identify five or six 
key priorities to bring to the. floor 
and fit into the overall framework of 
the $2.7 trillion spending plan 
President Bush sent to Congress this 
week. 

"I'd like to get it all done tomor- 
row but the Founding Fathers laid 
out a slow process and we'll work in 
tfiat timeframe," said Kirk.

It's a brave, new world for Medicare recipients who are forging ahead 
to join its prescription drug program in Lake County, You can com- 
plain about complexity, inequities and doubled government costs 
since it was advertised in 2003. You can insist it was political postur- 
ing to get something on die books going into the 2004 elections. 

That's history, folks. You're dealing widi the here and now. Politicians 
already have found their cover. 

Now, you need to craft a plan that best suits most. 

The basic plan generally has a $250 deductible. The co-payment is 25 
percent of the medication up to $500, widi an annual benefit cap of 
$2,250. Then, die madi gets complicated. 

Seniors began wading through more dian 40 programs offered by 16 
insurance companies in November. The drugprogram to help seniors pay 
for prescription medicine kicked in Jan. 1. 

It is supposed to save money for people 65 and older, and eligible 
people widi disabiliUes. About 3.6 million people have enrolled; about 42 
million are eligible. 

If you are like most Americans, choosing the right plan and insurance 
company is difficult, according to an Associated Prcss-Ipsos poll released 
Sunday. And 33 percent weren't even sure what to think. 

Only 16 percent said it was easy. They probably worked for Insurance 
companies or can cite chapter and subsection of the federal tax code. 

If you are among the 39 million people who have not started, you 
might seek help from family members, agencies that cater to seniors or a 
trusted insurance agent. 

In Lake County, Senior Services offers staffers and trained volunteers 
to help to sort out die drug plan. 

Senior Services can be reached at (815) 344-3555. Odier organizations 
to call are the McHcnry County Senior Health Insurance Program at (815) 
759-4203; die state Department of Financial and Professional Regulation 
at (800) 540-9034; and Medicare at (800) 633-4227. Its Web site, 
www.medicare.gov, has received good reviews. 

The registration deadline is May 15 for coverage this year. The appli- 
cation period for 2007 is Nov. 15 to Dec. 31. 

It's best to start studying now and signing up soon.

Holding on to a 
slippery paycheck 



If I've heard it once, I've heard it 
a million times. Eery politician 
within rock throwing distance is 
droning a familiar mantra as 
their solution to the state's financial 
crisis: "1 will work to bring more jobs 
to Illinois": 

Well, first things first. Maybe 
instead of focusing solely on bring- 
ing new jobs to our state and our 
community, the politicos we vote for 
on March 21 should be working on 
keeping the jobs we already have. 
Why wring our hands about overseas 
outsourcing when many companies 
are simply moving their headquar- 
ters down the street to Chicago or to 
other states? 

Here are some names and num- 
bers on the casualties reported just 
in the last few weeks: Abort Labs: 
250, All-State: 600-700, Culligan: 200, 
Kraft: 5,325 in the Chicagoland area 
alone, Grubb & Ellis Corp.: 200, 
Hospira:660 f Tellular: 150. That's 
approximately 7,000 jobs that will 
either move out of the Lake County 
area or be lost all together.

Every year, the Merriam-Webster Dictionary 
announces itsTop Ten list of the words most 
frequently looked up on its on-line dictionary, 

. For 2005, the Word of the Year was 
"Integrity." The dictionary doesn't go into why 
one word or die other makes the list, only that 
those are the words searched for at the on-line 
hook-up. It is up to analysts and columnists to 
ponder what leads people to look up the 
words. So, I'll give it a try. 

Other words listed in the fop Ten mat 
might give us a clue why "integrity "led the 
parade were the word "contempt" at No. 3, "fili- 
buster" at No. 4, and "inept" at No. 10. Could it 
be that the internet users were focused on the 
state of affairs in the country and the world, 
with particular emphasis on political matters? 

To be thorough, even though I thought I 
know what integrity means, 1 looked up the 
dictionary definition.. INTEGRITY l..a firm 
adherence to a code of especially moral or 
artistic values: INCORRUPTIBILITY 2. an 
unimpaired condition: SOUNDNESS 3-the 
quality or state of being complete or undi- 
vided; COMPLETENESS. It also offers as a 
synonym; HONESTY. I guess that if I hadn't 
looked up the definition, I would have set- 
tled on TOTAL AND CONSISTENT HON- 
ESTY. 

By the way, the Word of the Year in 2003 

was "Democracy." We know that almost every- 
one in our country has a concept of the mean- 
ing of democracy. It makes you wonder why so 
many people are interested in democracy and 
integrity. Is mere a link?. 

In 2003 we were deep into the Iraq War and 
the capture of Saddam Hussein. There was 
much talk of democracy. Much of the talk was 
whether democracy will ever come to Iraq, and 
was it any of our business to getting involved in 
what some called "nation-building" in a coun- 
try so complex with ideologies as Iraq.

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Annexation raises con 



An annexation by the city of 
Waukegan that has been a source of 
contention for several months 
finally was approved for 63 acres of 
land in unincorporated Warren Township, 
though some residents of the parcels have 
said they may pursue legal action to stop the 
move. 

The first ordinance calls for the city to 
annex 10 acres of property east of River Road, 
while the other allows for the annexation of 
53 acres on both the east and west sides of 
River Road. Both areas are west of Interstate 
94, east of the Des Plaines River and south of 
Route 120. 

The land is divided into 1 1 residential 
parcels of five or more acres. 

Alderman Rafael Rivera (9th Ward), 
whose ward will absorb the property, voted 
against both measures Feb. 6, as did 
Alderman Edith Newsomc (5th). 

Attorney Pardys, who represents the resi- 
dents, suggested that the city enter into a 
pre-annexation agreement with his clients 
that would ensure those residents would not 
be forced to hook up to city water and sewer, 
which he said would cost them thousands of 
dollars. 

But the city did not include such an 
agreement in the ordinance, and Alderman • 
Larry TcnPas (6di) balked at die idea. 

"To have a pre-annexation agreement is 
absolutely lunatic," he said. "It's not going to 
happen. We have the right to bring them in. If 
you want to go to court, I say go to court. 
You'll be happy, we wont be happy. We'll have 
to fight you and we'll win." 

Kindergarten concerns 

Parents of incoming kindergartners at 
Andrew Cooke Magnet School in Waukegan 
have expressed concern recenUy about where 



their children will attend their first year of ele- 
mentary school. 

That worry began late last month, when 
parents of prospective students received a let- 
ter from Cooke Magnet's principal, Linda 
Meczyk, explaining that incoming kinder- 
garten students would possibly attend class in 
a district-wide kindergarten center beginning 
next year. 

He explained that overflowing classrooms 
had made it necessary for the administration 
to pursue at least one kindergarten facility, 
which would most likely be at Whittier Early 
Childhood Center, 901 N. Lewis Ave., starting 
next year. 

"If I stand before you and say space is not 
issue, I would be less than honest with you," 
Batiste explained at the meeting. "We are hav- 
ing severe space issues for accommodating 
students in the buildings we currently have." 

Many parents made emotional state- 
ments during die meeting with Batiste, 
including Julie Aliern, a third grade teacher at 
Cooke Magnet, who said her daughter would 
be entering the kindergarten program next 
year. "I not only have a child accepted here, 
but am a teacher here and know firsthand 
what the children would miss," she said. 
"They would never come back the same. We 
plea that you help keep the children here. It 
would not be the same. I know what happens 
here everyday."

Shortcomings of the All 
Kids Health Insurance Act 

During the two week fall veto session of 
the Illinois legislature a bill was introduced 
and passed that expands state paid health 
insurance for Illinois children. This bill, 
known as the All Kids Healtii Insurance Act 
(HB 806), will provide insurance to children 
who's family income is too great for them to 
be covered under the Illinois Kid Care 
Insurance program. 

I am in favor of every Illinois citizen, 
especially every child, having good health 
insurance. However, I voted against the All 
Kids legislation because it was rushed into 
and out of the General Assembly without spe- 
cific details including any indication of what 
it would cost or how Illinois taxpayers would 
pay for it. Also, unlike the present Kid Care 
program for poor families which excludes die 



children of parents who are In Illinois illegally, 
the All Kids plan guarantees coverage to chil- 
dren from middle income families, regardless 
of their parents' legal status, on the first day 
they move to Illinois. 

The enactment of major legislation by the 
Illinois General Assembly has always been, 
and should be, a studied and deliberate event. ' 
As such, the creation and approval of major 
legislation takes time, usually months and 
sometimes years. This was not the case with 
the All Kids Healtii Insurance Act. All Kids, 
although it involved a major new addition 
to Illinois entitlement programs with 
major new spending, took just a few days. 
This amazing feat was pushed by the gov- 
ernor and was accomplished by attaching 
All Kids to a minor bill called the Illinois 
Prisoner Transport Bill. The original bill 
was then thrown out and replaced With 
the All Kids bill. In just eight calendar 
days the All Kids legislation, with details 
to be filled in by the Illinois Department 
of Healthcare and Family Services and paid 
for with massive yet unknown amounts of tax 
dollars from an in the red Illinois general 
fund, was sent to the governor for signature. 
The governor signed this legislation that he 
had forced through the General Assembly on 
Nov. 15, 2005. 

The concept of die All Kids legislation is 
good. However, I believe, enabling legislation 
must create specific provisions and not be 
just a reflection of a good concept. 
Lawmakers considering any bill, especially 
one that will prove to be as complex and cost- 
ly as all kids, should have the time and 
resources to do a thorough study. The old joke 
in regard to hot dogs and laws and die sug- 
gestion no person would like either if he or 
she saw how they were made is certainly 
applicable to the law the Illinois General 
Assembly passed as the All Kids Health 
Insurance Act. 

Now the Illinois Department of 
Healthcare and Family Services is 
attempting to decide specific provisions 
of the All Kids insurance program, includ- 
ing subsidized premjum amounts, so that 
it may begin to provide health insurance to 
Illinois children whose middle income par- 
ents have elected to not insure tiieir children 
in the past. Although no start up date was 
provided in HBB06 for the ALL KIDS insur- 
ance, the Department has set July 1, 2006 as 
the starting date and is now"pre-enrolling" 
children in the program whether or not tiieir 
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parents are in Illinois 
legally After'Julyl, 
broad coverage, 
including dental and 
eye care, will be avail- 
able to uninsured chil- 
dren, regardless of pre- 
existing medical con- 
ditions, on the day 
they become Illinois 
residents. 

Certainly, every . 
member.of the Illinois 
General Assembly 

would hope that Illinois is viewed as a great 
place to live. However, I do not wish that 
attraction to be the result of our State's 
entitlement programs. I will not support a 
program like All Kids which is made 
immediately available to those parents 
who are living in Illinois illegally or to 
those who choose to move to Illinois to, 
receive its benefits. 

A better approach to making Illinois a 
more attractive place to live or to move to 
would be the enactment ofeffective programs 
aimed at significantly expanding good job 
opportunities. Certainly, for children in any 
state, the key to good healtii insurance is a 
good job for their moms and dads, Plus, good 
jobs mean stronger families living in better 
homes. Good jobs increase self respect and 
lower crime rates. Also, if Illinois could 
increase quality employment opportunities, 
our State would begin to see significant 
increases in employment tax collections. 
One of the benefits from this increased 
revenue would be our ability to provide 
more funding to our schools to help 
insure that every child in Illinois would 
receive a good education. I believe educa- 
tion is the lasting key to a good job and a 
better quality of life for all of us in 
Illinois. 

As the Illinois General Assembly begins 
its work tliis year, I hope we are all committed 
to finding solutions to the many difficult 
issues we face in our State. Many thorny 
problems exist in areas such as education, 
transportation^ health care and human serv- 
ices. However, I believe we must stay focused 
on die task of bringing more good jobs to the 
people of Illinois. If we can be successful in • 
this effort, good things are sure to follow.

Some of the 792 children who received 
partial or full scholarships to YMCA Camp 
Duncan in Ingleside last year might one day 
return as counselors. 

Camp Director Rona Roffey said two of her 
college-age staff last year attended camp on 
scholarships as kids. 

"When you know that your parents can't 
afford it, and you get to go anyway," Roffey 
said, "you grow such a loyalty to camp that you 



come back." 

Last year YMCA Camp Duncan raised 
$145,027 through its annual scholarship cam- 
paign, which included a $51,735 contribution 
from YMCA of Metropolitan Chicago. This year, 
organizers hopes to raise at least $76,000 by the 
end of April. 

Executive Director Kim Kiser said the 
funds benefitted kids who attended resident 
and day camps, as well as a number of special- 
ty medical camps. 

"Last year, every qualifying applicant 
received some type of money whether it was 
partial or full," Kiser said. 



The 278-acre camp has a high ropes 
course, climbing tower, lake, and many other 
activities. 

Kiser said the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks and slumping economy had .made 
fundraising more difficult. Families who once 
donated now call the camp looking for schol- 
arships. 

"We love helping diem because they have 
been helping the camp all along," Kiser said. 

Camp Duncan often partners with other 
organizations, such as the Illinois Fire Safety 
Alliance, to run specialty medical camps. Each 
year, the camp opens its facilities to children 



with burn scars, diabetes or Tourette's 
Syndrome, for example. 

Kiser said the camps allowed children to 
thrive in the absence of bullying or substance 
abuse, which have become more prevalent in 
schools in recent years. 

"When you have them overnight for sleep- . 
ing, eating, and activities, it is amazing what 
you can accomplish," Kiser said. 

"More than ever, I think a camp experience 
is needed."

Bulldog big men were stellar in the 
tournament with Curtis Hines (189), Dennis 
Walsh '(215) and Jon Bon (275) taking home 
championships in the top three weight class- 
es. 

Other Waukegan qualifiers include Dylan

State's Attorneys Office, and currently a 
criminal defense attorney, Mark Curran of . 
Waukegan bristles at the charge that he has 
no law enforcement experience. 

''It is an insult to anyone who knows 
how the justice system works and an insult 
to my profession," he said* " I am an expert 
in criminal justice and a teacher who has 
given countless in-services to police offi- 
cers to help them understand their rights 
and responsibilities under the law." 

Both candidates feel they are in the 
unique position to bring fresh perspectives 
to the sheriff's office while providing 
employees a safe environment in which to 
bring to light practices now tolerated, 
under Del Re's lead. 

"There is a 'thin blue line* right now," 
said Curran. "There ,are those who see 
wrongdoing but don't feel they can come 
forward to say anything about it. I am 
beholden to no one and will create a cli- 
mate where people can come forward." 

Oliver makes sure to not cast himself as 
the bitter employee with an ax to grind but 
feels he can change what he perceives as "a 
workplace environment where if you dis- 
agree with the sheriff or challenge his 
authority you are considered disloyal." 

Oliver points to his being removed 
from the position of field commander 
when he cited deficiencies in the Tactical 
Response Team program. Oliver says such 
program shortcomings are par for the 
course. 

"Gary Del Re is a sound byte sheriff, he 
has instituted lots of paper programs but 
there's no substance. For instance he start- 
ed the Bicycle Patrol Unit but it's not uti- 
lized the way it was presented to the people 
of Lake County," said Oliver. "Also the 
Warrants Division— There are tens of thou- 
sands of arrest warrants but only two 
deputies and one commanding officer to 
process them all. They do the best they can 
but- the office is ineffective. I will restruc- 
ture employment procedures and policies.'' 

Curran has his doubts about Oliver's 
ability to accomplish those goals while 
pointing to Oliver's lack of endorsement 
from the Lake. County Democratic 



Organization. 

"He is just using the democratic pri- 
mary to settle the score with his boss," he 
said. "The Democratic Party in Lake 
County feels 1 have the credentials to beat 
Del Re. Oliver has never been a Sergeant, 
Lieutenant or Commander and now he 
wants to be the Sheriff? A $50 million budg- 
et is at stake and he doesn't even have an 
undergraduate degree." 

Both candidates are committed to ' 
reform and Oliver has taken an oath to not 
, take contributions from businesses that 
contract with the Sheriff's department. He 
' has asked Del Re and Curran to "stand with 
me to show the people of Lake County that 
the sheriff's office is not for sale." 

Curran has retorted by pointing out 
that his own campaign contributions, cur- 
rently estimated, at approximately $20,000 
after a recent fundraiser, were made by 
hundreds of people. Oliver's estimated 
$60,000 has come from two contributors, 
one of which is Paul Bilisko, the son of a 
former sheriff's office partner. 

"What I want to know is what are these 
people getting for their money? I believe 
Rich Bilisko has been promised the under- 
sheriffs job," said Curran. 

Oliver reiterated, "I have financed this 
campaign through family and friends. I've 
promised no one anything in return." 

As for Sheriff Del Re, he is happy to let 
is opponents duke it out until the primary. 

"Because I am unopposed in the pri- 
mary, I am focused on fall when I'll get my 
message of accomplishment and achieve- 
ment out to voters," he said. 

He shook off implications that he 
minds one of his employees pursuing his 
.job: "Larry is certainly entitled to run for 
political office. As for Mark Curran, while I 
put away criminals, he is committed to 
defending them." 

Del Re confirmed he will not be attend- 
ing the Lake County Sheriff Candidate 
forum at the University of Illinois Extension 
campus on Feb.16 because he previously 
committed to another engagement.

The first step is always the most 
difficult, yet in the first round of 
the IHSA Class M wrestling 
state tournament, so many 
teams made it look so easy last 
Saturday. 

Lakeland area teams were stellar 
in both die Mundelein and Waukegan 
regionals as Grant, Warren and 
Waukegan took the top tiiree spots in 
Waukegan while Libertyville, Round 
Lake and Carmel finished first, second 
and fourth in Mundelein. 

With the wins, perennial state 
contenders Libertyville and Grant will 
get the chance to advance to the team 
sectionals while sending a combined 
24 individual wrestlers to die next 
level 

If there was any question of 
Grant's dominance in die area 
wrestling scene, it was erased during" 
the Waukegan regional. The Bulldogs 
controlled the tournament up and 
down the weight classes, placing 
wrestlers in the position to advance in 
every weight class, besting Warren by 
87.5 points. 

Of the 14 Grant wrestiers, only 
one did not secure a. sectional posi- 
tion and 10 won championships. 
Bulldog stars Danny Deligio (31-3), 
John Deneen (35-2) and Jimmy 
Kennedy (37-0) led the way for the 
team. 

"We figured it was going to be a 
barnburner between us and Warren, 
but it didn't end up as close as I 
thought," Grant coach Ryan Geist 
said. "I was so happy with their per- 
formance, our kids wrestled their 
hearts out" 

Libertyville was equally impres- 
sive as the team outscored the runner- 
up Panthers 218-147, advancing 11 
wrestlers to the ■ sectionals. Wildcat 
mainstays Ted StrychalsM (37-3), Jon 
Henslee (37-2) and Jack Danilkowicz 
(35-1) didn't fail expectations as all 




three secured s championships. It was 
all in a day's work for coach Dale 
Eggert and his squad. 

"I thought tiiat our performance 
was great* we had a number of guys 
win on revenge matches and we wres- 
tled well overall," Eggert said. "Our six 
champions (Strychalski, Henslee, 
Danilkowicz, Vinnie Sapienza, Ryan 
Manning and Peter Mazzetta) I pretty 
much expected them to get their wins, 
so it was a good day overall." 

With both regionals, the true race 
was for the second spot with Warren 
and Waukegan battling it out with 
only nine points separating the sec- 
ond place Blue Devils from die third 
place Bulldogs. 

"To even finish third against so 



many tough teams is something I'm 
really proud of," Waukegan coach 
Steve Weltersaid. "I thought it was just 
going to be a race between Warren 
and Grant, but for us to get in there 
the way we did was great" 

Waukegan was able to make its- 
presence felt thanks to impressive 
performances from the Bulldog big 
men, taking championships in the top 
Uiree weight classes. While Grant 
ruled the feadierweights and 
Waukegan controlled the heavy- 
weights, Warren was right there in the 
middle wiUi Brennan Drew (145), 
Justin Carlson (160) and Willie Brooks 
(171) taking home championships. 

Once again, consistency ruled in 
Waukegan as typical Blue Devil all- 



stars took home the hardware for 
Warren. Overall, coach Mark Tiffany 
thought his team could have put 
togetfier a better performance, but 
was proud of his individual champi- 
ons. 

"The kids who wrestle well did 
well Tor us today," Tiffany said. "This is 
the time where it separates the men 
from the boys and I think a lot of our 
wrestlers wrestled at their potential.

Yet I'm somewhat torn on 
Prince's accomplishment. 

Running up the. score in high 
school sports has always been 
frowned upon, but it's a fact of life. 
Prince's 1 13 points came on die 
back of an 105-point dismantle.? 
ment of her opponents. 

Just looking at the 137-32 box 
score alone is enough to make 
many fans' shake dieir heads in 
disdain, yet when Prince's 54-of-60 
shooting (90-percent!) is taken" 
into consideration, it almost 
seems to justify the ridiculous end 
result. 

Obviously, losing by triple- 
digits is nothing any prep player 
should go through, yet would it 
also have been right to truncate 
such a stellar performance? 
Prince was on fire throughout the 
night, scoring 58 points in the 
first half alone while her teanff ' 
was up 74-11 at the break. 
Despite the historic night, 1 do 
diink there was some wrongdo 
ing in die game.

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Waucom 
continues 
impressive 
hardwood season

The Wauconda boys basketball team has 
been on a roller coaster this season, that 
is, a roller coaster that has yet to plunge 
from atop its initial peak- The Bulldogs 
currently sit at 15-6 on the season and 7-2 in the 
^CJorth' Suburban Conference Prairie Division. 
Wauconda has been balding North Chicago for 
the NSC-Prairie crown throughout die year and, 
the Bulldogs still have the trophy within reach. 

The Bulldogs' newfound success can be 
attributed to a strong stable of steady players. 
However, one attribute cannot be measured by 
mere numbers: heart.

While the IHSA tournament stands at about 
a month away, teams have already begun posi- 
tioning themselves for good seeding.

* 71-percent winning rate, Wauconda is on the 
short list of area leaders. 

"Every team is fighting for a good seed these 

days and every game counts, now more than 

"'^ ever," Wolf said. "We've still got some important 

games left on our schedule and we need to be 

ready for every one." 

The importance ofWauconda's games in the 
coming weeks is evident as the Bulldogs have to 
lock horns with NSC-Prairie foes Vemon Hills, 
North Chicago and Antioch. The Warhawks 
should provide the biggest test for the hard- 
charging Bulldogs as the two teams have been 
competing for the division title all season long. 

With one of the best starts in recent memo- 
ry, Wauconda has a real chance to erase any 
doubts of whether or not the Bulldogs are a legit- 
imate contender in the NSC-Prairie. As 
Wauconda works to cement a good spot in the 
WSA tournament, there is still work to be done 
for the Bulldogs.

Until recently, no one gave much 
thought to the topic of bone 
health. Occasionally you would 
hear of someone who broke a 
hip and was never the same again. As more 
and more research is being conducted, 
doctors are passing on the word to patients 
that it is vital to take preventative measures 
to ensure bone health, to preserve quality 
of life and increase life expectancy. 

Recognizing the disease

Your physician should regularly look for 
the warning signs of osteoporosis, includ- 
ing low-trauma bone fractures and back 
pain from undetected vertebral fractures.

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the junior high and high schools with con- 
cerns dial the games might be cruel to don- 
keys. 

Two junior high students attended a pre- 
game meeting with organizers and partici- 
pants but did not pass out leaflets from 
People for the Ethical Treatment of Animals 
as they originally had planned.

Dennis M. Okayama, 54, of 9118 Alamonte 
Drive, Spring Grove, was charged with three 
counts of unauthorized videotaping in con- 
nection with the Dec. 13 discovery of a hidden* 
spy camera in the Richmond Grade School 
staff bathroom. 

The camera disappeared shortly after it 
was reported to the police department Dec, 14. 

Meanwhile, Okayama's attorney Daniel 



Hofmann said that he received an anonymous 
letter, two spy cams and a recording device at 
his office Saturday that called the charges 
against Okayama a "setup." 

The letter that Hofmann received indicates 
that the spy cams were taken from a storage 
area in an area school, Hofmann said. 

Hofmann wants whoever sent the package 
to identify themselves to help the investiga- 
tion. 

"I need this person to contact me so I can 
list them as a potential witness and we can 
actually talk about these things," Hofmann 



said "An anonymous letter does me no good." 

A similar package was mailed to the 
Northwest Herald in January. The letter said 
the spy cams were found in a third school. 

All the items were turned over to Spring 
Grove police for investigation. 

Hofmann said he will make the items 
dropped off at his office available to the 
McHenry County State's Attorney's office and 
police.
